declared and conquered their independence ; 
and thelr independence was acknowledged, 
and they took their equal place among the 
sovereignties of the earth, not as s«parate aad 
independent States, but as onc people and 
nation of the United States. There is no 
single State that has evtr established for a 
day any relations as @ sovereign power with 
any other nation ; an@ there ts no ons State 
that hes ever been known or acknowledged, 
at home or abroad,asan independent abso- 
lute sovercignty-

On the other han4, the 
merchant who sells the farmer his goods adds 
thereto the sale tax, so that the farmer really 
is taxed only on what he tas <:bome and eats 
or wears, so that here again the tax fills om 
theconsumer. The reason why ths consumer 
shouid pay the whole tax is because ultimate 
ly he derives the whole benefit of what he 
consumes. Again, this mode of tazstion ls 
more desirable than any other because the 
consumer is left perfectly free to pay the tax 
by buying the article or to decline to pay it 
py going without the article, as be may 


| choose. There is no compulsion in this mode 


of taxation. It does not send the tax gather. 
er offensivély mousing and nosing into out 
pockets apd among our eccounts to see what 
he can, find. Jt diminishes the number of 
sworn returns of complicated and minute 
transactions wheréin there isa temptation to 
anderstate or to perjure the soul In order 


to eave the pocket. As it is paid 


voluntatfly ft 1s paid feely, and our Améri- 
can people would always feel less aggrieved 
to pay a hundred dollars of tax voluntarily 
and indirectly, than to.pay ten dollars di- 
reetly and by compulsion. Again, it is the 
most converilent time &t which we could pay 
taxes. The buyer has plenty of money, or he 


would pot buy; the seller bas plenty of 


money as the results of bis sales; and the 
one per cent payable to Government would 
be feit by neither party, bat passed on by 
each to his purchaser, and really is no burden 


| upon either. Besides, the depreciated state 


of the currency, which bas resulted to part 


| from a want of adequate taxation, has 


amounted in effect to a tax on sales, since it 


| has raised the price of ali goods to the con- 


sumer in a ratio equal to what hia share would 
have been had our curremey been Kept at the” 
specie standard vy sufficient taxation. Low 
taxes have made a low carrencg and there- 
fore high prices. High taxes will makea firm 
currency, and will thereby work a return to 
our old low prices. In either event the con- 
sumer must pay it, and it matters little 
whether he pays it in a depreciated currency 
which isin effect a tax on tales, or Ina legally 
and fairiy grednated taxon sales framed by 
Congress, except that the latter is far more 
economical. 


LEAGUE ISLAND-NEW LONDON. 

The project of establishing an iron navy 
yard commensurate with the present and 
prospective needs of ihe Goverpment las 
bern frustrated by a miserable squabble be- 
tween League Island (Philadelphia) and New 
Lonfion, Connecticut. Argument, as to the 
relative advantages of the two places, is ex- 
hausted, and novght remains but: selfish 
local Interests to interfere with the realiza- 
tion of a great national work. In our judg- 
ment. (and we have examined che argurocnis 
on either side with some care), League Island 
possesses far greater advantages than New 
London or any other locality which has becp 
named. We do not intend to discuss the 
questions at issue, except so far as they re- 
late to the secth-nal turn which the contro 
versy bas takep. The Secretary of the Navy, 
(him-clf a citisen of ectifut,) urges the 
selection of League Island, and mentions the 
fact that we have already three navy yards 
eart of the Hudeom River. We have also one 
pavy yard at Philadelphia, but it is proposed 
to remove it to League Island and incorporate 
ii with the new yard, selling the valua- 
ble ground ang frontage which it occupies for 
some two miflions of dollars, which would co 
far toward docking and equipping the new 
yard. If we suppose that the claims of the 
two places, as regards depth of fresh water, 
extent of fron’ age, accessibility of coal, woe, 
and timber, proximity of existing mechanical) 
facilities, against foreign and 
domestic, ete., a e¢ equal, we submit that the. 
claims of a geographical nature are altogether 
adverse to New London. The pian to put all 
the Atlantic yards, except the 
inconsiderable one located at Philadetphia, 
east of the Hudson river, is akin tothe grasp- 
img spirit which bas monopolized th» public 
business im the construction of the Senate 
committees. It is not relished in these parts, 
d though we are im great measare by 
Aescendants of New England. And while 


the proposition to crowd all the good things 
| imto that corner of the Union is not relished, 


the obstinacy which stands im the way of a 
work sdmitted to be necessary, and which re- 
fuses to allow it to go om unless local tater 
esate are first catiefied, is still lees admired. 

We trust that the Wéstern members of 
Congress in both branches will throw the 
weight of thetr power into the scale, and dis- 
pore of this question, which hae rered us 
pearly three years, without forther delay. 
Time enough has been had to determine all 
the questions of a practical nature which 
would naturally arise, and the Navy Depart 
ment adheres to tte decision in favor of Leacue 
Island. It tells us aleo that unless theg#ift be 
aecepted at once, the island will pass into the 
bands of the Pennsyivania R. RK. Company, 
and be lost to us forever. Unless the whole 
project of an iron navy yard is to be aban- 
doned, let the existing controversy be termin- 
ated now, snd the work began.
